At tbe datrn af the American party, tbe old 
party liner bad reared to bare any reference to 
matterf of pubbr interert; they were fart be- 
coming dimmed and obliterated; they were kept 
up only by tbe personal ambition of tbe leaderr 
of facUonr rtruggling for office and for poaer. 
Tbe great rtataiaaen. tbe noble-aundcd, pure- 
hearted cbieftaiaa, who bad advocated witb 
great teal and ability tbe measurer srfaicb 
divided and gave vitahty to these parties, bad 
pssseri away with tbe adjuatment of tbe mea- 
•ures af party policy. The partier themselves 
bad become a prey to oelfish, pettifogging poli- 
tieiaas. The interoto of tbe people were sarri- 
ficad to mere persoaal ambition. The places of 
patriots were occupied by liemagogues. Prui- 
ciples were forgotten in the greed of public of- 
fice, and our popular elections were no longer 
nn expresmon of public opmion upon ibe 
pobcy of our govammeot, bat they bad becom* 
mere struggles between aspirants for places r.l 
the public crib. 

Tbe people, diigusted with this “wild bout 
after ofice,” saw tbeir country rent sritb factions 
and tbeir govemmetit mercilessly abased and 
made tbe Auttlecock of political adventurers. 
Sectwoalism and foreigiusm threatened tbr 
stability of tbe Union, and already anti- 
alavery fanatics at tbe North and pro-slavery 
dmunioBiets at tbe South were tiampling upon 
the Constitution and straining to tbe utmost 
tension tbe ties by which tbe States were united. 
Amidst this confusion of parties, this absence 
af principle and mere burter and aale of the 
public interests for the gmtiCration of private 
apecnlaUon, tbe foreign-bom pupulaitou, 
aware of tbeir daily inci easing numerical 
strength, were banding together to constitute 
tbemselves into a positive element of political 
power, and, by selluig tbeir services to tbe bigli- 
ost biddor, t» Aicerrise a Complete control not 
only over our popular elections, by havii^; Ibe 
caating vote, but even over tbe very policy ol 
the government itaeif, and thus to make them- 
aelvas tbe real administrators of Ibe govenunent, 
to mould and exerciae it in accordai.ee with 
Ifinr caprice and for Umr advantage. 

The election of tbe present President of the 
Umted States is an evidence of tbe infiueiice of 
this foreign power, and demonstrates that al- 
ready tbe foreign population are able to deride 
the Presidential election. The foreign vote in 
tbe etocUon of IHM exceeded tbe popular 
majority of Mr. Pierre by 1M,U0U, and in each 
of fourtoei. Stataa, givutg^in all one bandied and 
fifty-two electoral votes, tbe foreign vole was 
larger than Pierce’s majority, and in tbe aggre- 
gate m.'ie than twice as large as the aggregate 
maiority of Pieiee in all tfaeae States. U one- 
bait of tbia vote bad been given to bis opponent, 
Gen. Pierce would have been defeated. It is 
eosy to show that that electioa was absolutely 
cootroUod by tbe votes of foreigners. 

Tbe eyes of Ibe American people have been 
opened to tbe dangert by which tbeir Govern- 
ment and their liberties were surrounded. They 
have sect: tbeir pnaons and tbeir alms-Louws 
fillad to repletion will, tbe convicts, and felons, 
and paupers of Europe. They bare become 
seoaible that they were sorely taxed for tbe ben- 
efit af forasgn pauperism and crime. They 
buve fousKi tbeir GovemoMtit administered by 
(actionists at booic, and represented by foreigii- 
ers abroad, tbe puUie treasury aijuandered to 
reward partiaan adbereDcc,and tbe public land, 
toodored as a bribe to aliens to swell tbe ranks 
and preaerve tbe powei of the dominant par.y. 
Tbe true Republicans, the bonest-bearted patri- 
•G af tba country , stood aghast. Reformation 
was n ece s s a r y, but bow was it to be effected - 
He wbo would attempt openly to oppose the 
rival Icuden of tfaese turbulent factions would 
only draw dosm upon himself the most vtolent 
abuse and mcrcilrse proacriptioo. But this feel- 
ing of present Insecurity, this sentiment of 
loo thi n g, for tbe unprincipled demagogues 
which bod seized upon tbe patnmoiiy of tbe 
people, this longing after a return to the purity 
and the patriotism of tbe earlier days of tbe 
Republic, was lileatly germinating in tbe breasts 
•f tbe best men of tbe nation. Like tbeir sir.s 
of iTfi, they determined to save tbeir countrv' 
from tbe dominion af an insupportable tjrauuy ; 
they met togeCfaar in secret to avoid the releut- 
leos persecutions and calumnies of tbeir op- 
pretaors, and they pledged tbeir lives, tbeir for- 
tunes, and tbeir sacred honor, to bring back to 
Ibe Government t boo e pure fundamental pnuci- 
ptes upon which the R^ublic was first founded, 
and to redress all existing evils, by giving tbe 
ad ou lustration of its affairs to the people, to the 
native-born of tbe country, instead of to a com- 
bination of factions, guided and controlled by tbe , 
mer c enary influence of foreign snaasek. Tlw sons j 
of tbe aoil everywhere became imbued with this j 
spirit sf true patriotism. It spread from breast ^ 
to breurt, from man to saan, until it burst upon 
the country like a gtoruus illumination extendiiig I 
over tbe whole land. The American party was ' 
inaugurated; strong in its nationality, bold in tbe 
truth nod justiceof its principles and in tbe pnt- 
rietiam of iU purpoaes. to tbe terror and dismay 
of tbe ruling factions and unpnncipled political

Tbr people are tired of being 
ruled only by laeders of fnctions. They abrii.k 
from the csnscqniuces at a mere aectional is- 
sue. They have bec.iasr alarmed at tbe swag- 
gsnng insetosice at foreignism, and they have 
detormumd that Americans shall rule America, 
that tbe people tbemselvoa abaU once more be 
sov e r ei gn, and that all former political distinc- 
ttons Anil be forgotten, all tecUona] prejudices 
Aall be laid aside, that foreign ioffu.nce shall 
be deposed from its suprrmney and rendered 
ha rm le s s for tbe feturs, tbat Ibe factions which 
bare disturbed tbe public peace shall be crushed 
Into eubjcctioii, and that the pure principles of 
republiraiiikm, tbe integrity of the Union, and 
tbe mointcannee of the rosuXitutioo Riall 
be restored ns the prevailing, tbe only 
poUcy at oar Free Govemmeat.
